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11. PROGRAMS FOR ASSISTANCE FOR INDOCHINA WERE INTRODUCED 

BY SANDBERG WHO SAID THAT GREAT CHANGES THAT OCCURRED THERE 
NECESSITATED SWITCH TO EMERGENCY ASSISTANCE BUT HOPED 
TO RETURN TO REHABILITATION EFFORTS AS SOON AS POSSIBLE. 
ALTHOUGH UNICEF HAS NOT HEARD FROM ALL AUTHORITIES ABOUT 
ASSISTANCE NEEDED IT IS OBVIOUS THAT MASSIVE ADDITIONAL 
SUPPORT WILL BE NEEDED AND SOME MATERIAL STOCKPILED 
IN SINGAPORE FOR THIS PURPOSE. STATEMENT ALSO MADE BY 
UNICEF REP, PHNOM PENH (IGNATIEFF) WHO DESCIRBED FINAL 
ATTEMPTS TO PROVIDE HEALTH AND NUTRITION HELP IN THE 
DETERIORATING SITUATION PRIOR TO EVACUATION. 

12. DELS FROM SWEDEN, CANADA, USSR, BULGARIA, FRANCE, AND 
POLAND HAD PRAISE FOR UNICEF AND SUPPORT OF CONTINUING 
ASSISTANCE TO CHILDREN IN ALL PARTS OF INDOCHINA. SEVERAL 
LISTED CONTRIBUTIONS OF THEIR GOVERNMENTS INCLUDING 
BILATERAL AID. DEL FROM UK RAISED QUESTIONS ABOUT WHAT 
HE TERMED THE REGIONAL OFFICE FOR INDOCHINA. SECT 

MEMBER FROM UNHCR DESCRIBED WORK IN COORDINATION WITH UNICEF 
IN INDOCHINA. HE THEN EXPRESSED CONCERN ABOUT REFUGEES 
WHO WERE OUTSIDE THEIR COUNTRIES AND WHO MAY NEED ASSISTANCE. 
HIGH COMMISSIONER IS IN CONTACT WITH GOVERNMENTS WHO MIGHT 
RESETTLE REFUGEES AS WELL AS GOVERNMENTS WHO HAVE AT 
PRESENT. PGVN ASKED HIGH COMMISSIONER TO HELP WITH 
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VOLUNTARY REPATRIATION. 

13. US DEL SCELSI FOLLOWED INSTRUCTIONS WITH THE FOLLOWING 
STATEMENT: BEGIN QUOTE- THE US DELEGATION DOES NOT 
RELIEVE ADDITIONAL FUNDS FROM THE GENERAL RESOURCES 
BUDGET SHOULD BE COMMITTED TO THE INDOCHINA PROGRAM IN 
VIEW OF THE LIMITED RESOURCES AND NEEDS IN OTHER PARTS 

OP THE WORLD. THERE IS AMPLE OPPORTUNITY FO COUNTRIES 
WISHING TO EXPAND UNICEP ASSISTANCE TO INDOCHINA TO DO SO 
BY CONTRIBUTING TO THE SECRETARY GENERAL'S SPECIAL APPEAL. 

"THE US DELEGATION WANTS IT EXPLICITLY NOTED IN 

THE RECORDS OP THIS COMMITTEE THAT IT HAS RESERVATIONS 

WITH REGARD TO THIS PROPOSAL END QUOTE. 

14. EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR COMMENTED IN RESPONSE TO UK THAT 
THE INDOCHINA PENNINSULA LIAISON GROUP WAS PORMED TO MEET 
A SPECIAL SITUATION WHICH STILL EXISTED BECAUSE OP INTRICATE 
RESPONSIBILITIES AND NEED TO COORDINATE WITH SIR ROBERT 
JACKSON'S OPPICE. HE TOOK NOTE OF US. RE- 
SERVATIONS. PROGRAMS POR EAST ASIA AND PAKISTAN, IN- 
CLUDING INDOCHINA WERE APPROVED. PROGRAMS FOR ETHIOPIA 
AND SOMOLIA, TURKEY, AND INTERREGIONAL WERE ALL APPROVED. 
TOTAL PROGRAM ASSISTANCE OP $74,282,000 AND NOTED PROJECTS 
OP $6,965,000 WERE APPROVED. 

16. DEPUTY DIRECTOR (EGGER) DISCUSSED INTERNATIONAL 
CHILDREN'S CENTER (E/ICEP/P.L. 1626) GIVING IT HIGH PRAISE. 

DELS FROM FRG, USSR, EGYPT, CANADA, SWITZERLAND, YUGOSLAVIA, 
COLUMBIA, ITALY, INDONESIA, PAKISTAN, BULARIA, INDIA, 

RWANDA, AND POLAND ALL COMPLIMENTED CENTER AND ITS STAFF, 
ESPECIALLY POR THEIR WORK POR LDCS. SWITZERLAND SUGGESTED 
MODIPICATION OP PARA 8 WITH REVERSAL OP THE $100,0000 AND 
THE $150,000 FIGURES. DEPUTY DIRECTOR WELCOMED THESE 
SUGGESTIONS POR FURTHER NEGOTIATIONS WITH CENTER AND 
DEL PROM PRANCE EXPRESSED HIS GRATITUDE POR THE REMARKABLE 
SUPPORT AND MENTIONED MORE ACHIEVEMENTS OP THE CENTER.
